Hence it is, that when we dif- 
courſe of particular agents, we exclude 
not the Regiment of the univerſal Apentr, 
and firſt Cauſe of all things, For every 
firft Cauſe hath more influence on the Ef- 
feR, than any ſecond Cauſe, as he ſpeaks 
in the firſt propoſition of Caules.

Hat I may the better demonſtrate the 
inferiority and indignity of Mapieal 
power tothat of Natureor Art, I ſhalla 
while diſcourſe on ſuch admirable opera- 
tions of Art and Nature, as have not the 
leaſt Magick in them, afterwards aſlign 
them their Caufes and Frames. And 
firk of ſuch Enpines, as are purely arti- 
ficial, 

It's poſlible to make Engines to fail 
withall, as thateither freſh or ſalt water 
veſſels may be guided by the help of one 
man, and made fail with a greater ſwift- 
neſs, than others will which are full of men 
co help them. | 

It's poſſible to make a Chariot move 
with an ineſtimable ſwifcneſle (ſuch as 
the Carre falcats were, wherein our 
fore fathers of old fought, ) and this

Ving creature. 

It's poſlible to mike Engines for 
flying, a man fitting in the midſt

flight. 

It's poſlible to invent an Enpine of a 
little bulk vet of great efficacy, either.

aſcend or deſcend any walls, delivering 
himſelf or comrads from priſon ; and this 
Engine is only three fingers high, and four 
broad.
